cnotiD-h to fully protect tho roots, but 
if nolain comes the, roots are diii d up 
to an extent that greatly injures it U 
does not kill them 
Should a second 


crop grow, il is cut ns close to the 
ground as possible and tho roots aio 
once more exposed to the hot dry 
weather 
Should the weather be. wut 


and a third crop grow, this is often fed 
oil'so clo«o justbeforo winter sets in 
that there is nothing left, to protect the 
grass roots from the sudden changes of 
Winter. 
'Ihe pastures are often fed so rlo«om 


the CMily part of the season that when 
a drouth comes tho grass roots, many 
of them, are killed for tho want of pro- 
tection. In tho autumn the cattle are 
kept at pasture until every spear of 
grass is gnawed off close to the roots, 
thus leaving them exposed during tho 
entire winter. With such treatment it 
must be expected that pastures will rap- 
idly run out, and that the mowing 
lields will show in the spring many 
spots where tho grass roots have been 
winter-killed. 


11 mowing fields are to be kept in 


good condition care mu>t be taken not 
to cut either the first or second erop too 
close; the mower should he run high 
enough to leave a sufficient length of 
stubble to protect tbe roots from the 
hot sun and drying winds; and when 
autumn comes tje land should not be 
fed so olose, that when cold weather 
frets in there is nothing left to shelter 
the »rass roots during the winter. A 
little care in this respect will keep the 
mowing tield up m good condition 
with the application of but a modcralo 
amount of manuie.

Cattle Dying by Hundreds—Children and 


Aged PeopleJAlso Dying in Groat 


Numbers. 


i, FA., April 7.—Mr. Sam 


ncl \V. Wall, a staff correspondent of the 
i'ittsburg Times, just icturned from 
week's tour of the famine-stricken dis- 
trict of West Virginia, beyond the lines 
of railroad or telegraph communication, 
tells a story ol his personal investigation 
of thu terrible suffering in that State, 
thrilling as a romance, principally among 
the residents of Calhoun, lloane, Wlrt, 
Krlchic, Pleasant, Doddridge, Lewis, Gll- 
mor, Kroxtou, Upshur, Webster, Nich- 
olas, Clay and Jackson; also, parts ol 
many counties adjoining, who are small 
farmers owning small plats of laud. 


Last year there was a large emigra- 


tiofrof this class of people from Ohio to 
this State, all their money being expend- 
ed in the purchase of their homes.

district outlined experienced a drouth 
liiht heason such as was never known in 
the history ol the State. From .lime un- 
til November no rain loll; a hot wind 
blew continuously from the South, b;H- 
lliug efforts of farmers to force thi-ii 
crops.

In those good old days \\licu tho 


Hand o£ every man was again-it hi 
aeighbor there were no government 
itrong enough lo protect the p^0!'1 


and their property. So walls nnd otho 
barriers wore built to keep invader 
out 
As time went on man learnei 


something about the advantages of e< 
uperation, became able to protect him 
self by bargaining wilh hi.sfelknv-niei 
and hii rights to life, liberty, an 
property wero respected to a constant! 
increasing extent. But while lie coul 
rive up tho joy of raiding his fellow 
,iud lost in a great measure his fear o 
being raided, lie has never got rid 
the habit of buildiug barriers agai 
the world. They aro not needed, tor 
Uicre aro laws sufficient to protect, nnd 
Ihe barriers are practically useless; but 
they aro kept up nevertheless. A cor- 
respondent of Ihe Spirit of the Farm 
says of these reminders of long gone 
ages and of the enormous outhu re- 
quired for maintaining them:

the people over a million of dollars an- 
nually, one-half of which is nn abso- 
lutely total loss.

dence of a higher civilr/alipu. 


"It is neither for tho public nor for 


private welfare that such tin immense 
sum of money is frittered away year 
after year. Lawful fences are required 
by bUit-ule, not for the general good, 
but only in tho interest of tho careless 
and thriftless few. The farmer must 
pay every year a tax, in labor, material 
and money, a sum closely approxim.it- 
in"- tho aggregate of liis State, and 
ecmnty tnx,°to protect himself from de- 
predation by his neighbor. 
This is 


neither right'nor decent. It is barbar- 
ism, not civilization. 


"The usage of more than a century 


has given the fcnco some sort ol sanc- 
tion—an intense respectability at le.isl. 
f'ellcr.q are avisible mete and boundary, 
a standing—or, more often, a tumble- 
clown—witness that, within its enclosure 
there dwell* a sovereign citi/eu of tho 
Republic. This is all there is of it. 
Uis neighbor's breachy cattle can tear 
it down at will. His neighbor's dogs 
go under it, through it, over it, and 
work their mischief upon all lie Ins en- 
deavored to protect, with liis lawful 
fence.
